PALMER WITHDRAWAL 
TURNS TIDE. 


ATTORNEY GENERAL'S CLAN 
SWINGS VOTE TO WINKER 


Nomination Fought By McAdoo Forces 
Until Defeat Was Certain—Ad- 
jowrn TIIl Tuesday to Pick 
Vice-President. 


Auditorium, San Francisco.—James 
M. Cox, governor of Ohio, was nom- 
inated for president of the United 
States in the Democratic national 
convention at 1:40 o'clock (4:40 in 
Detroit) Tuesday morning. The nom- 
ination came at the conclusion of a 
44 ballot struggle, in which he had

steadily beaten down the forces of 
William G. McAdoo, former secretary 
of the treasury, and President Wil- 
son's son-in-law. 

When the balloting on the forty- 
fourth vote had got to a point where 
Cox had 702 votes and was rapidly 
approaching the necessary two-thirds 
or 729, Sam B. Amidon, of Kansas, 
manager of the McAdoo forces and 
vice chairman of the Democratic na- 
uonal committee, took the platform 
and moved that the nomination of 
Governor Cox be made unanimous. 

Immediately there was a roar from 
the tired and worn delegates which 
lasted for a full four minutes before 
Chairman Robinson could put the 
question on Amidon's 
suspend the rules and nominate Cox 
by acclamation. 

State standards which had surged 
back gnd forth in the desparate bat- 
tiles of the deadlock raced to the front 
of the hail and to a place before the 
platform. 

In the confusion and excitement of 
@ nomination everybody forgot about 
a nomination for vice-president. While 
the crowd was demonstrating its re- 
lease a motion to adjourn unti} Tues- 
day afternoon was adopted to canvass 
the question of second place in the 
meantime and meet again prepared 
to complete the ticket.

Michigan delegates for the last five 
buliots were divided, 16 for Cox and 
14 for McAdoo,

AT EO: ARE LP 
Evidence of Popularity of Plan With 
Small Dairymen ia Shown in 
Mississippi County: 

From Attala county, Mississippi, 
bhew evidence of the popularity of the 
bul! association among farmers: with 
small dairy herds. has come to the at- 
tention of the dairy division, United 
Btates department «of agriculture, 
through the announcement that a co 
Operative bull association has been or- 
ganized tn that cammuuity. 

Dairying is almost a new. venture 
with many of the farmers fh Attala 
county. Perhaps it ig this very new- 
ness and the consequent lack of preju- 
dice in favor of old methods of doing 
things that has made it so compara- 
uvely easy to introduce this modern 
method of improving cuttle. Many of 
the dairymen in the community have 
shown themselves to be progressive, 
but one man especialy stands out as 
a leader in this respect. We will call 
him Green. He is a good afd South: 
erner who is suid to have farmed for 
some sixty years. 

When the agrieuitural extension 
agents from the federal and state de- 
purtments caine into the community to 
organize a bull associution Green was 
the man they called on first. They 
knew from expérience that he would 
be very likely to see the advanutuge of 
such an association to the Community, 
and would be a strong factor in swing- 
ing Into Hne other farmers in the 
neighborhood. As was expected, Green 
at once saw the advantages that the 
pMmposition offered, and the very next 


- day he started in on the preliminary ' 


work of organizing a bull association 
“block.” 
A few days later the extension men 


heard over the telephone that a block ; 


was practically assured, Later, how- 
ever, Green telephoned that some of 
the prospective members were dropping 


out, as they remembered a disastrous | 


experience of some years before, when 
they had paid a high price for a worth- 
less stallion. This objection was met, 
however, with the assurance that the 
federal and state agents were indors- 
ing this projeet and would see that no 
one was swindled. 

Later on Green informed the coun- 
ty agent that a bloék of 40 cows had 
been formed and could be signed up if 
the agent and specialist would come 
out to the schoolhouse and clear up 
certain doubtful points. This was 


gone, and six farmers signed up 43 
cows, so that $430 was than available 
for buying a bull.

IRISH AND WET ISSUE FOUGHT 


Platform; Committee Inserte Planks 
“ Expressing Sympathy For 
ireiand and Armenia. 


San Francisco—The Democratic 
Platform, as drafted by the sub-com- 
mittee of.nine and submitted to the 
full committee, declares -Yor ratifica- 
Uon of the Peace Treaty as a requisite 
to preserve the honor and integrity of 
the nation. 

It advocates collective bargaining 
for farmers; opposes compulsory arbi- 
tration of labor disputes; declares for 
recognition of the new Mexican gov- 
ernmeut when it has established or- 
der, and calls on the legislatures of 
Tennessee, Florida and North Caro- 
lina to ratify the suffrage amendment. 

In many respects, the platform fel- 
lows that adopted by the Virginia 
Democrats and publicly approved by 
President Wilson. The League of Na- 
tiong plauk in particular was taken 
virtually ay a whole from the Virginia 
platform, though in other respects 
there have been modifications and 
many new subjects have been added. 

Fight On Convention Fioor. 

The wet and dry, and the Irish queg- 
tion brought a lot of fireworks int@ 
ection. 

Aside from the wet and dry issue, 
the biggest fight was centered in the 
Irish plank. Overruling its subcom- 
mittee, the committee threw out the 
administration plank proposing to 
leave the Irish problem to the League 
of Nations and adopted in its stead 
a declaration of sympathy and a 
pledge to take whatever diplomatic 
action would be in consonance with 
international comity. 

In making their decision the plat- 
form makers also rejected by a 2 to 
1 vote the plank proposed by organ- 
ized Irish sympathizers and backed by 
a caticus of about 200 convention dele- 
gates for diplomatic recognition of 
the Irish republic. _ ; 

The subcommittee’s plank on Arm- 
enia also was rejected by the full com- 
mittee. The plank {s understood to 
have declared that the United States 
should consider it a duty to see that 
complete independence and order was 
guaranteed ta the new Armenian re- 
public. 

The committee adopted, however, 
by an overwhelming vote, a substitute 
plank, offered by Senator Beckham, 
of Kentucky, expressing sympathy for 
the Armenian people and promising 
assistance in so far as {t shal] be con- 
sidered possible and proper.

FIRST UNITED STATES COINS 


Fanciful Designs and Mottoes Marked 
the Earliest Issue of the Na. 
tlon's Currency. 

The Fugiog were the earliest. coinr 
{ssued by the authority of the United 
States, and were of copper. It was 
in April, 1787, that the congress of the 
United States authorized the board of 
treasury to contract for 300 tons of 
copper coin of the federal standard 
“agreeably to the proposition of Mr. 
James Jarvis, provided that the pre- 
mium to be allowed to the United 
States, on the account of the copper 
coin contracted for be not lesa than 
16 per cent,” and that “it be coined at 
the expense of the contractor, but un- 
der the Inspection of an officer ap- 
gpolnted and pald by the United 

States.” 

It Ig presumed that this copper coin 
contract was made as directed, for on 
Friday, July 6, 1787, the, congress 
‘adopted this resolution: érnat the 
board of treasury direct the contractor 
for the copper colnage to atamp on 


one side of ench piece the following 
device, viz.: Thirteen circles Imked to- 
gether and a small circle in the mid- 
dle with the words ‘United States’ 
around ft; and In the center the words 
‘We are one.’. On the other side of 
the same piece the following device, 
viz.: A dial with the hours expressed 
on the face of it; a@ meridian sup 
above, on one side of which !s to be 
the word Fugio and on the other side 
the dats ‘1787;' below the dial the 
words, ‘Mind your own business.’”

City, County ‘and State Histories Will 
Afford Voluminous and Valu- 
" able ‘Data. : 

If the present progress in making 
county and city and state war his 
torfes {s maintained, there will be a 
vast library of local “who-was-whe 
ip the war” books by the year 2020, 

Not only are towds, counties and 
states preparing thelr owp war bis- 
tortes, but colleges and schools of all 
kinds also are getting up collective 
service records. Large Industrial con- 
cerns ure dolng the same thing. 

Best resu!ts in history making seem 
to bave been achieved in counties, 
where the records of the county draft 
board served as a starting point and 
where all other sources of infurmation 
have been utilized. Livingston county, 
Illinols, furnishes a typical example 
of a county which has been painstak- 
ing in its effort to compile a rellable 
war history. 

A committee of seven was appointed 
in this county to have charge of the 
soldiers’ and sailors’ record, Before 
the records of the local exemption 
toard were closed, a Hst was compiled 
of all registrants of the county who 
had entered the service by enlistment 
or Snduction, the date of entry into 
the service and the camp to which 
they were first sent. Newspaper tiles 
were combed to obtain as many addl- 
tional names as possible. The list 
was then published fn the neuweqaper 
with the request that all naseg not 
included be reported to the war rec 
erds committee. 

A questionngire then wes wailed to 
each service man or woman, Follows 
up letters were used to insure the re 
turn of the questionnuires. The ques- 
tionnaires hud spaces for practically 
all the information which appears ob 
(he suldier’s dischurge certificate and 
for many other detaijs, Such us cita- 
tons tn full and special honurs. A 
special section will be devoted to the 
records of those who died in service. 
Their photographs will be included.
